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REMARKS 

Claims 1-3, 6-9, 11-15, 19-30 and 77-117 are pending in the present application. 
In the Office Action dated December 3, 2004 the Examiner rejected claims 1-3, 6-9, 11-15, 19- 
30 and 77-1 17 as being based upon a defective reissue declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251. 

As a preliminary matter, the Examiner has stated that the original patent, or a 
statement as to loss or inaccessibility of the original patent must be received before the reissue 
application can be allowed. The Offer to Surrender Original Patent was submitted with the 
Response to Notice to File Missing Parts of Reissue Application on May 14, 2002, received by 
the USPTO on May 31, 2002. A copy of the Offer to Surrender Original Patent is enclosed with 
this response. The USPTO records also indicated that the original patent has been received. 
This is indicated by the Artifact Sheet dated September 2, 2004, which can be viewed on the 
PAIR system, and is enclosed with this response. 

The Examiner has found that the supplemental declaration filed on November 18, 
2004 to be defective, and requires a statement in the supplemental declaration that the all errors 
not covered by a previous declaration arose without deceptive intent. In response, Applicants are 
also enclosing a new supplemental reissue declaration that includes a statement that "[a]ll errors 
which are being corrected in the present reissue application up to the time of filing of this 
declaration arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the applicants." Accordingly, the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251 should be withdrawn. 
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All of the claims remaining in the application are now clearly allowable. 



Favorable consideration and a Notice of Allowance are earnestly solicited.
